Obituary.
' Died. Josepl JL Stephens, at 11 p. m.
on September 15th, 1885. at his residence,
where he has lived since early in the vear
1836, near Belleview, now Iron Iron county,
Missouri, full of years and of honors.

The deceased was born near Bowling
Green, Ky., on Decmber 29tb, 1812, and at
his death was aged 72 years 8 months and 16

days. He emigrated to, and settled in, that
part of Washington county, Missouri, which
has since been incorporated in, and is now
part of Iron county, about the year 1824. He
and his now widow,. Louiza Wiatt, were
joined in marriage on March 24th, 1836, and
thereupon they moved to the farm one mile
east of Belleview where they lived continu-
ously until their long union was dissolved by
death.

His occupation was that of a farmer, and
of a stone mason. On November 18th, 1865,
he went into partnership with his son-in-la-

in the mercantile business, and therein
contiuued for ten years. He served as a
Judge of the County Court of Iron county
for two terms (eight years), and during
which time he further enhanced bis reputa-
tion as a financier, in managing the county
affairs; after which be retired to private life,
attending only to his home duties and his
financial affairs, which latter were, by bis
exceptional skill, left in a very prosperous
condition.

He leaves an aged widow who through
youth, middle age, and to senility, Joyed
with his Joys, and sorrowed with his sorrows ;

a daughter who has already passed middle
age, a grandson whom be has watched
through early youth, and into a promising
manhood.and two greatgrandchildren whose
innocent prattle amused his weary hours, te
mourn his loss.

As is true that "We are unwilling to go
down into the Grave even with Princes for
bed fellows," so, it is also true, that no
matter how rosy the hope, and bright the
promise for the Afterlife of our loved ones,
we are unwilling to surrender them at the call
of the dread angel of Death. But In review-
ing the life of a good man there is consola-
tion for the most disconsolate; and the hope
of and belief in the meeting of loved ones
after death and the knowledge of an enterni-t- y

to be spent in unison by souls here linked
together, in the presence, and In the Heaven
of the Great Jehovah, is and should be the
hope and consolation of the friends and kin-

dred of this noble work of God Joseph L.
Stephens.

The longest life of man is but a brief span,
soon passed; he is born, he grows, and wax-

es strong, he does his life's work, and dies;
his body returns to the dust whence it came
and the places which, once, In the body,
knew him, know him no more. But there
are things which do not pass away with
man's breath. His vital, Indestructible,
eternal principal, his soul never.dies: nor
does his good name. By reason of the acts
of man In life, after death his name is soon
forgotten, or transmitted to posterity as a
synonym of contempt, or is handed down to
succeeding ages as a representative of that
which should be copied; and so it is with
Joseph L. Stephens. Energetic in mind and
body, he Increased the talents intrusted un-

to him, nor did he pass his life in the sloth
contemned by Sallust. Sterling and honest
in his principles, he rendered unto Csesar
those things which were Ca?sar's. Strong
in convictions, he never feared to approve
the right, nor to rebuke the wrong. Char-
itable by nature, he ever sought to find good
in others; "When that the poor hath cried
that" he hath not alleviated their distress-
es? He did by others according to the rule by
which he patterned his life, doing unto others
as he would have them do unto him.

His name, his life, and his memory are
such as to command the respect of contem-
poraries, to be loved by companions, and to
be held up to succeeding generations as de-

serving reverence and following.
In early life be entered into the commun-

ion of the M. E. Church, ana until the Angel
of Death brought the summons to bis ready
soul, he lived in that faith, and lived up to
the doctrines of his Redeemer. If a mortal
may say it, I say it, that of such is the King-
dom of Heaven. Methinks I hear a voice
saying, "You have been faithful over afew
things, I will make you ruler over many.
Enter thou into the joys of thy Lord."

The memory of his social and religious life
endears his name. to his neighbors and bis
friends. His descendants may point with
pride to him as the Stem of their Genealogi-
cal tree, and his mourning relatives may
with comfort remember that his soul Is in,
the hands of a just, a merciful, and an Al-
mighty God.

Regisier In this correspondence I am
called upon to record another one of those
sad misfortunes, which sometimes befall the
lives of some of our less fortunate fellow be-

ings. It happened this time to Mr. Andy
nail, and adds another victim to the long
list of train horrors.

On last Saturday evening, Hall, in com-

pany with F. M. Harris, left Graniteville to
come on a visit to Arch Hall, and to spend
Sunday at this place. They brought a bottle
of whiskey along with them, it is said, and
were drinking some; but it is claimed by
Harris that they were not drunk. It is not
known at what time they reac"ied this place,
but as late as one o'clock Sunday morning, it
is said that Hall called at a friend's bouse up
town, but did not stay long. He made a few
inquiries, and then left, when it is supposed
he afterwards met Harris and both went to
the depot. Here they lay down on the plat-
form and went to sleep; Hall with his legs
over-hangi- ng the edge of the platform, his
feet resting on the ground near the track, it
seems; while Harris lay down on the small
incline near the wall of the freight-roo-

Shortly after the men went to sleep, the
freight train, first 622, came along, struck
Hall, dragged, him' from the platform and
cut both legs nearly off; the left Just below
the knee, and the right Just above the ankle
Joint; also inflicting a scalp wound with suf-

ficient force to produce concussion of the
brain. This happened about half past 2

o'clock Sunday morning. About the time
the train was passing the depot, the engineer
discovered the man, bnt not in time to pre-

vent the horrible catastrophe. He reversed
his engine, it is said, and stopped the tram
as soon as it could be done; but not until the
train had passed the platform. The train
men then went back, and found Hall in the
condition described above. About this time,
Mr. Jamison, who is watchman at the Iron
Mountain Company's stables, beard a groan-
ing in the direction of the depot, and went
over to see who it was, and to find out what
was the matter. He says he came up and in
the darkness called out: "Who is that?" to
which Hall answered: "Is that you, Mr.
Jamison?" "Yes," answered Mr. J., "Who
are you?" "Andy Hall," he replied. "What
is the matter?" Mr. J. continued. "I am hurt,
go for a doctor," said Hall. "How did you
get hurt?" asked Mr. Jamison. "I don't
know," said Hall. By this time Mr. Jamis-
on had reached the spot, and found two of

the train men and Harris working with Hall
trying to get him upon the platform. When
questioned as to how the accident occurred,
Harris knew nothing. Said that he was
asleep and heard no train, and did not know
that Hall was hurt for sometime afterwards.
The men placed the injured man on the plat-

form, and sent for Dr. Pilley, who bandaged
the wounds, and sent for Dr. Thomas. The
train men then went on with their train, and
as soon as nelp could be procured, the un-

fortunate man was taken to his brother's, a
few yards from the depot, when all the aid
and attention that could be rendered were
given him. Dr. Thomas arrived about six
o'clock, when he and Dr. Pilley thought to
amputate the broken limbs; bjt after a care-

ful examination of the patient, it was decid-

ed not to take off the legs as no good could
result from such an operation. This was a
wise decision, and saved the poor man un-

necessary pain. He died at half past ten
o'clock, and furnishes another sad example
of the evil of intemperance. His relatives
and friends have our sympathy. II. C. D.
